Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: a) Applicant argues that Colgan et al. ("Colgan") 
does not disclose a liner. However, Colgan does disclose a liner (For Example: See Figure 1 and Column 6 Lines 37-40). It is 
comprised of the one of the suggested materials disclosed by Applicant. Additionally, Applicant argues that Barth et al. ("Barth") and 
Tobben et al. (Tobben") do not "recognize or address the problem addressed by the invention." In response to Applicant's argument, 
the fact that Applicant uses the invention for a different purpose does not alter the conclusion that its use in a prior art device would be 
prima facie obvious from the purpose disclosed in the reference." In re Lintner, 173 USPQ 560. Next, Applicant argues that "no text is 
seen at column 5 lines 25-28, much less any leaching regarding a covering layer and no reference numeral 50 is seen." In Jain (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,933,758) the limitations are disclosed (For Example: See Column 5 Lines 25-61). Finally, Applicant argues that there is no 
rej ction of claims 4 and 8. Claims 4 and 8 were cancelled by Applicant in the amendment (4/7/03) . 
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
